Leaving the Federal Council 


It is good news that one denomination, 
though not a large one, has severed 
its connection with the Federal Council 
of the Churches of Christ in America. At 
iis recent triennial meetings in Phila- 
delphia May 23, 24, and 25, the Reformed 
Episcopal Church voted officially to leave 
the Federal Council, of which it had 
been a member since 1909. The Reformed 
Episcopal Church is composed of some 
100,000 members, and has synods in the 
New York, Philadelphia, and Chicago 
areas and in the South. One of its most 
illustrious members was Dr. James M. 


Gray, the former president of the Moody 
Bible Institute. Among the present mem- 
bers of the church who took part in 
the discussion in Philadelphia, and who 
believed that the church should with- 
draw from the Federal Council, were 
Bishop William Culbertson, D.D., dean 
of the Moody Bible Institute; and Frank 
E. Gaebelein, Litt.D., headmaster of the 
Stony Brook School, Stony Brook, L. I. 
The action of these men and their col- 
leagues, among whom were Bishop Hig- 
gins and the Rev. Robert K. Rudolph, 
D.D., of the Philadelphia area, is to be 
highly commended, for the point at issue 
was the Modernism of the Federal Coun- 
cil. It would be well if other denomi- 
nations would follow the good example 
of the Reformed Episcopal Church. The 
Scriptures, church history, and modern 
experience show that <he best remedy 
for apostasy is excisica, or complete sep- 
aration. When churc!: Icaders take a 
bold stand against it, it helps greatly to 
clear up confusion among the rank and 
file of church members. 


“What Is That In Thine Hand?” 


Exodus 4:2

OW revealing is the hand! How 
H it reflects the life! For ‘what is 
habitually in one’s hand largely 
represents one’s life and thoughts and 
activities. The hand reveals the heart. 
Thus hands in the New Testament are 
most illuminating. . Let us then betake 
ourselves to Galilee, in the days of the 
Saviour, and climb the winding street 
of Nazareth. Let us turn in at the car- 
penter’s shop, and quéstion the owner: 
“Joseph, what is that in thine hand?” 
It would have been a plane or a ham- 
mer, for he was a worker in wood. Yet 
how little Joseph realized that there 
was growing up in his workshop One

“He saith sailp them, It is I; be 
not afraid” (John ci te 














who would first take His turn as “the 
carpenter” of Nazareth, but who was 
destined later to become the great car- 
penter of souls. He was destined in the 
plans of God to change His occupation 
and to turn from the tools of trade to 
the souls of men. 


Let us now climb out of Nazareth; 
and descend to the little lake of Galilee, 
hung like a great blue raindrop in that 
thirsty land. Passing through Bethsaida, 
we might well have come upon two 
toilers by the Igke. Let us stop and 
question them: “Peter and John, what 
is that in your hands?” They would 
have said, “A net, for we be fishers.” 
That net at that time represented their 
lives, the toil that filled their thoughts. 
Later, they, too, were to change their 
livelihood and become “fishers of men,” 
and to learn to deal in eternal values. 


Then turning up from the lake into 
Capernaum, we might pass “the receipt 
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of custom,” and ask one sitting there: 
“Matthew, what is that in thine hand?” 
He would have answered: “Gold is in 
my hand. I am the tax gatherer.” But 
he, too, was destined to be called by 
the Saviour, and thenceforth to change 
his occupation. He was to learn a new 
scale of values, and find the joy of lay- 
ing up “gold tried in the fire,” that he, 
too, might become rich through all eter- 
nity. 

Then we must take ship across the 
blue Aégean, land at Corinth, and climb 
up to the generous home of one Gaius. 
There, about A.D. 58, we might have 
found seated in the guest chamber one 
Saul of Tarsus, now become Paul the 
great apostle to the Gentiles. Let us 
question him: “Paul, what is that in 
thine hand?” He might well have an- 
swered, “‘the pen of a ready writer,’ 
with which I am writing for God to 
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of the hand that now held the pen, and 
thereby continually enriched the world! 
Once it had held “letters” from the high 
priest to bind “any of this way.” But 
under the blessed compuision of the 
Son of God the persecutor had changed 
his occupation, and become the preacher 
of God’s great salvation, by lip and pen. 
‘ In Paul’s company is Luke the phy- 
sician. “What is that in thine hand?” 
let us ask him. Once it hed held the 
surgeon’s knife, but he, too, has turned 
from bodies to souls. At times he, too, 
handles the pen to the world’s perma- 
nent enrichment, but mainly he is busy 
over the surgery of souls; blessed call- 
ing, blessed preoccupation ! 

One last visit, this time to a woman 
at Joppa: by the sea. Let us ask what 
is her business. “What is that in thine 
hand, Dorcas?” “Why, my needle. Once 
it was used for self, now it ministers to

“Do you believe in hell? You are the 
first Protestant I ever met who believed 
in hell.” ‘ 

Probably there are many others who 
have observed this phenomenon. 

I have a dear friend, an elderly man, 
who devotes himself to working for the 
salvation of other souls, and he tells me 
he can’t believe that God will condemn 
men to perdition. 

It makes me wonder where the people 
who will be barred from Heaven, — the 
drunkards, whoremongers, murderers, and 
all liars,— will go, if there be no place 
of future punishment. 

Please give us a dissertation on pun- 
ishment of unbelievers, after death.—A 
Pennsylvania reader. ‘ 


All that we know of the future life 
comes from the Bible. Bildad, the 
Shuhite, in one of his addresses to Job, 
calls death “the king of terrors” (Job 
18:14). Men know that it ends all on 
this earth and many are ignorant of 
what lies beyond. Men build their own 
heavens out of such flimsy material as 
they find in their imagination, and oh 
such uncertain foundations as Dante’s 
“Inferno” and Milton’s “Paradise Lost,” 
while they ignore the glimpses of the 
other world that the Creator of Heaven 
and earth has seen fit to give us in the 
inspired Scriptures. Our only safety lies 


The Lord Jesus drew aside the curtafn 
between life and death for a moment 
when He told of the rich man and Laz- 
arus (Luke 16). In this life the rich 
man had all he wanted, but after his 
death, “in hell he lift up his eyes, being 
in torments, and seeth Abraham afar 
off, and Lazarus in his bosom.” (“Hell” 
here is from the Greek hades, which 
means thé unseen world, and “is re- 
vealed as the place of departed human 
spirits between death and resurrection.” 
—Scofield.) The rich man begged Abra- 
ham to let Lazarus come with a drop 
of water to cool his tongue, saying, “I 
am tormented in this fame.” Abraham 
replied, “Son, remember that thou in thy 
lifetime receivedst thy good things, and 
likewise Lazarus evil things: but now 
he is comforted, and thou art tormented. 
And beside all this, between us and you 
there is a great gulf fixed: so that they 
which would pass from hence to you 
cannot; neither can they pass to us, that 
would come from thence.” Thus, this 
passage shows plainly that the wicked 
dead are in a place of suffering after 
death, and implies that the saved (for 
one may infer that Lazarus was saved) 
are in a place of comfort, peace, and 
joy. Other passages give us mcre light 
on these facts. 

Many who refuse to confess their sins 
and receive Christ as Saviour will say, 
“The Sermon on the Mount is good 
enough for me, and I am content to live 
by that.” But they forget, or deliber- 
ately ignore, such words as these in that 
same Sermon: “Strait is the gate, and 
narrow is the way, which leadeth unto 
life, and few there be that find it. .°. . 
Not every one that saith unto me, Lord, 
Lord; .shall-enter into the kingdom of

heaven.” They forget that it was He 
who said, “It is better for thee to enter 
into life maimed, than having two hands 
to go into hell, into the fire that never 
shall be quenched,” and three times in 
that same passage repeated the words, 
“Where their worm dieth not, and the 
fire is not quenched” (Mark 9). Just 
after proclaiming the good news of John 
3:16, he said, “He that believeth on him 
is not condemned: but he that believeth 
not is condemned already, because he 
hath not believed in the name of the 
only begotten Son of God” (v. 18). In 
the same passage are the words of John 
the Baptist: “He that believeth on the 
Son hath everlasting life: and he that 
believeth not the Son shall not see life; 
but the wrath of God abideth on him” 
(y. 36). It is clear from these passages 
that not everyone goes to Heayen after 
death. 

Human nature shrinks from. the 
thought of anyone suffering eternal pun- 
ishment, ‘but we cannot do otherwise 
than speak the truth as God has. re- 
vealed it to us. If our reason sometimes 
staggers at thoughts of the future, we 
must rest back on God’s revealed Word, 
knowing that He is infinitely wise and 
that His love for sinners is greater than 
our own, for He gave His own Son that 
men might: be saved. We must remem- 
ber, too, that if we believe in eternal life, 
we must believe in everlasting punish- 
ment, for the very same words are used 
throughout the New Testament to de- 
scribe the two states. At the second 
coming of Christ, those “that obey not 
the gospel of our Lord Jesus Christ ... 
shall. be punished with everlasting de- 
struction from the presence of the Lord, 
and from the glory of his power” (2 
Thess. 1:8, 9); while these words are 
spoken to those who trust Him: “our 
Lord Jesus Christ himself, and God, even 
our Father, which hath loved us, and 
hath given us everlasting consolation 
and good hope through grace, comfort 
your hearts, and stablish you in every 
good word and work” (2 Thess. 2:16, 17). 

The Book of Revelation contains 


many passages on the state of the saved“ 
and the lost, among which are these 


‘terrible words, “But the fearful, and 


unbelieving, and the abominable, and 
murderers, and whoremongers, and sor- 
cerers, and idolaters, and all liars, shall 
have their part in the lake which burn- 
eth with fire and brimstone: which is 
the second death.” . 


In the face of such awful realities, we. 
ought to speak the truth in love, be- 
seeching men to trust in the Saviour. 
We should take our place with Paul, 
who said, “Knowing therefore the ter- 
ror of the Lord, we persuade men... 
for the love of Christ constraineth us 
. . . now then we are ambassadors for 
Chxist, as though God did beseech you 
by ‘us: we pray you in Christ’s stead, 
be ye reconciled to God” (2 Cor. 5:11, 
14, 20). aii 
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Christian Science and the ‘Bible

HAT does Mrs. Eddy’s “re- 
W stored” Bible teach about God? 
Dr. Charles Blanchard said, “The 
fundamental fact of Christian Science, 
the one teaching which makes the sys- 
tem what it is, is her doctrine of God.” 
And this doctrine, — the statement upon 
which “rests the Science of being,” — is 
that “God: is Mind, and God is All; 
hence all is Mind” (S. and H:, p. 492). 
In*this one statement alone; God be- 
comes an impersonal being; His created 
universe becomes “spiritual and immor- 
tal” (p. 289), and man, an “idea of 
Spirit, . . . deathless, spiritual” (p. 266). 
“In the universe of Truth matter is un- 
known.” ’ 
Christian Science denies God’s per- 
sonality: “God is Mind, divine. Prin- 
ciple.” It denies His Triune being: 
“The theory of three Persons in one 
God suggests polytheism” (S. and H., p. 
256). It denies the deity of the Son, 
making Him a “spiritual IDEA of son- 
ship.” It denies the deity of the Holy 
Spirit, making Him equivalent to Mrs. 
Eddy’s teachings (S. and H., p. 331). 
# Mrs. Eddy’s God is limited in power. 
“God ... could not create an atom or 
an. element the opposite of Himself.” 
Therefore, He is not omnipotent. Mrs. 
Eddy’s God is limited in knowledge. 


“God . .. is cognizant only of good” 
(M. W., p. 208). Therefore, He is not 
omniscient. 


“Science’s” God Not Merciful 


--The God of Christian Science knows 
nothing of your sorrows, nothing of the 
blood, sweat, tears of this world’s tor- 
ment. He does not even know there is 
a@.war. going on. He is hard:. “God is 
not influenced by man” (S. and H., p. 7). 
“The ‘divine ear’ is not an auditorial 
nerve” (p. 7). He is not merciful: “The 
sinner must suffer for his own sin” (Mé 
W., p. 123). He is not love: “To-suppose 
that. God forgives or punishes sin, ac- 
cording as His mercy is sought or un- 
sought, is to misunderstand Love and 
make prayer the safety-valve for wrong- 
doing” (S. and H., p. 6). Prayer is not 
to be used as a confessional to cancel 
sin” (p. 5). 

This is not the true God, for He says: 
“T have surely seen the affliction of my 
people ... and have heard their cry. 
... - I know their sorrows; and I am 
come down to deliver them” (Exod. 3: 
7, 8). And when the true God: would 
define love He points to the cross of 
Calvary, “He loved us, and sent his Son 
to. be the propitiation for our sins” (1 
John 4:10).

According to a press dispatch 
dated June 4, “the Board of Directors 
of the Mother Church, First Church 
of Christ, Scientist, announces in 
Boston the élection of Mrs. Myrtle 
Holm Smith, Waban, Mass., as presi- 
dent of the Mother Church.” Thus 
the directors have carried on in good 
Christian Science tradition, in elect- 
ing a woman as head of their cult. 

This is the second and concluding 
part of an analysis by Mrs. Pease 
of one of the most subtle errors of 
our day. She has exposed its con- 
‘tradictory and confusing teachings 
by holding them up to the penetrat- 
ing yet glorious light of the Word of 
God. 








What does Christian Science teach 
about man? Dr. Gray says, “The Bible 
is not the history of the world, nor even 
of man, but it is the history of the re- 
demption of man from the sin into which 
he fell in the Garden of Eden.” Then 
let us look at man — the sinner for whom 
Christ died. But in Christian Science 
we cannot find him. There is none such. 
Genesis 2, where we learn of the man 
God made, Mrs. Eddy has declared a 
lie; Genesis 3; where we find man’s sin 
and ruin, she calls a myth, — “the legend 
of the serpent” (S. and H.,,.p. 526). 

We recall that the highest ambition of 
“Lucifer, son of the morning” was, “I 
will asgend into heaven ... I will be 
like the most High” -(Isa. 14: 12- 14). And 
in Christian Science man believes that 
he is “like the most High.” No wonder 
we cannot find any sinners. “In divine 
Science man is the true image of God 
- . . perfect God and perfect man” (S. 
and H., 259). 

How does Mrs. Eddy accomplish this? 
By human reasoning, based on false 
premises. “It is generally conceded that 
God is Father, eternal, self-created, in- 


.finite. If this is correct, the forever 


Father must have had children prior to 
Adam, .... Hence man dnd the universe 
coexist with God” (p. 267). With one 
stroke Mrs. Eddy accomplishes two 
things: she tears from the bosom of God 
the only begotten Son of God and thrusts 
into His bereaved bosom the whole hu- 
man race, as co-existing, sinless, eternal. 
Murderers and thieves may think they 
have sinned, but they are just having 
an “Adam dream.” When Christian Sci- 
ence wakes them up, they will know 
that “man is as perfect now, and hence. 
forth, and forever, as when the stars 
first sang together, and creation joined 
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in the grand chorus of harmonious be- 
ing” (M. W., p. 188). “The real man 
cannot depart from holiness” (S. and H., 
p. 475). “Man is incapable of sin, sick- 
ness,and death” (p. 475). Since all the 
mind man has, according to Mrs. Eddy, 
is a reflection of God’s mind, naturally 
All the sin there is, is 
an “hallucination.” In fact, “sin is obso- 
lete.” “It is a sense of sin, and not a 
sinful soul, which is lost” (M. W., pp. 94; 
173; S. and H., p. 314). 

And today millions of Mrs. Eddy’s fol- 


‘lowers do not know that they are poor, 


blind, naked, clad only in a fig leaf of 
Christian Science _ self-righteousness. 
They are blindly trusting a woman’s 
word: To man “belongs eternal Life. 
Never born, never dying, it were impos- 
sible for man ... to fall from his high 
estate.” “Whatever is possible to God, 
is possible to man as God’s reflection” 
(S. and H., p. 258; M. W., p. 183). 

Now let me show you the deadening 
effect of such teachings, as that “no final 
judgment awaits mortals.” “Soul is one, 
and is God” (S. and H., p. 291; M. W., 
p. 75). I have a letter from a Christian 
Scientist, who at one time seemed to be 
as true a Christian as anyone. She 
writes: 

You tell me that in Christian Science 
my soul is lost. Some guests in a high 
school professor’s home were discussing: 
“Soul. Where is it? In the head? Where?” 
We scientists know what and where soul 
is, and if my soul is lost, then God is 
lost. And God and all the other Christian 
Scientists will be together. I shall be per- 
fectly satisfied to spend eternity with 
them. 

This beautiful, talented woman con- 
tinues: 

I am glad all orthodox Christians are 
not aS narrow as you are. Take the good 

for instance, where I am singing 
God’s own message. I am not singing 
there under false pretenses, nor sailing 
under false colors. The whole congrega- 
tion, minister included, know that I am 


a Christian Scientist. The co-operation 
is most inspiring. 


“Science’s” Blinding, Deadening Effect 


What a picture! A woman with a 
beautiful voice, yet a lost soul, drifting 
on the river of Christian Science, rapidly 
nearing the falls of eternity; and safe 
on the Rock of Ages a group of Chris- 
tians, praising a lovely voice, but caring 
nothing for a soul for whom Christ died. 
The angels of Heaven must weep over 
such a situation. Would those good 
people have been so complacent if they 
had heard these words? “I do not sing 
Mrs. Eddy’s songs in their church, be- 
cause the orthodox thought is not ready 
for them.” And how she must have 
smiled pityingly at the sight of “im- 
mature minds” regarding baptism as 
a rite to be performed instead of a 
mortal belief to be relinquished ! 

Was God honored or dishonored by 
this “inspiring co-operation”? “If the 
Lord Jesus Christ means little to us, we 
can lightly pass over insults to Him; 
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if much, we quickly resent any affront 


to His honor or glory.” 

What does Christian Science teach 
about the Lord Jesus Christ? Naturally, 
the Christ you have depends upon the 
word you believe: either the whole Bible 
and the true Christ, or a mutilated Bible 
and a false christ. Mrs. Eddy talks 
much of the Lord Jesus Christ, while 
in reality denying Him. She claims to 
exalt Him, while stripping Him of every 
vestige of His deity; His unique position 
in the Godhead, as the only begotten 
Son of God; His personality; His true 
humanity; His absolute sinlessness. 


“Science’s” Christ Not a Person 


In broad outline, Mrs. Eddy teaches: 

That the Christ of prophecy, whom the 
prophets saw dimly, was not a person, 
but a truth. 

That the manger of the Christ of history 
was “the cradle of a great truth” (M. 
W., p. 321). 

That the tiny Babe, who lay therein, was 
not God incarnate, but an “idea” (S. 
and H., p. 331). 

That the man, Jesus of Nazareth, was 
“the great healer and master of meta- 
physics.” “The most scientific man that 
ever trod the globe” (M. W., p. 252; 
S. and H., 313). 

“His edrthly mission was to translate 
substance into its original meaning, 
Mind”; “To seek and . .. to save them 
from this false belief” (M. W., pp. 74, 
63). And when His earthly mission was 
accomplished and He ascended, gradu- 
ally the truth He was (and taught) be- 
came lost to a corrupt church and Chris- 
tians walked in darkness, until . Mrs. 
Mary Baker Eddy “discovered the Christ 
Science” 75 years ago and named her 
discovery “Christian Science” (S. and H., 
p. 107). The only use Christian Science 
has for the Lord Jesus Christ, God in- 
carnate in human flesh, is to make of 
Him a teacher of Christian Science, a 
demonstrator of a woman’s false teach- 
ing. And yet her blinded followers see 
no blasphemy in her statement, “The star 
ef Bethlehem is the star of Boston, high 
in the zenith of Truth’s domain” (M. W., 
p. 320). 

Mrs. Eddy says of that great prophecy 
in Isaiah 9:6 (“Unto us a child is born, 
unto us a son is given”) that it is a 
prophecy of one with a dual nature, 
whose name is “Christ-science.” So she 
declares: “Jesus was born of Mary, 
Christ was born of God” (S. and H., p. 
332). .JJesus was not eternal — Christ the 
divine ideal was (p, 334). “Christ is not 
properly a synonym for Jesus, though 
it is commonly so used” (p. 333). “Jesus, 
as material manhood, was not Christ” 
(M. W., p. 84). Thus she brings upon 
herself the severe arraignment of God: 
“Who is a liar but he that denieth that 
Jesus is the Christ?” (1 John 2:22.) 

Mrs. Eddy’s blasphemy is seen in her 
statement, that our Lord had mortal 
mind and that He, the sinless Lamb of 
God, like all men had to traverse “the 
path from sin to holiness” (S. and H., p. 
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20). “Bofn of a woman,” she says, “Jesus’ 
advent in the flesh partd}k partly of 
Mary’s earthly condition. . . . This ac- 
counts for his struggles in Gethsemane 
and on Calvary” (p. 30). 

In Gethsemane, when He “sweat... 
as it were great drops of blood falling 
down to the ground” (Luke 22:44), He 
was desperately striving to dispel the 
illusion of the senses, Mrs. Bddy be- 
lieves, 

When on Calvary He cried out in 
anguish, “My God, my God, why hast 
thou forsaken me?” “He had not con- 
quered all the beliefs of the flesh or his 
sense of material life” (S. and H., p. 53). 
When “pitying friends took down from 
the cross the fainting form of Jesus, and 
buried it out of their sight” (M. W., p. 
212) in the narrow tomb, He was demon- 
strating “the power of Spirit to over- 
rule mortal, material sense”. (S. and H., 
p. 44). 

When in Resurrection Jesus appeared 
to His disciples, having “glorified the 
supremacy of Mind over matter,” they 
“learned that he had-not died” (S. and 
H., pp. 45, 46). 

Finally, at the Ascension,-“the human, 
the corporeal concept, or Jesus, disap- 
peared” (S. and H., p. 334). In Christian 
Science there is no Jesus now. He was 
but an apparition anyway and vanished 
into nothingness. 

As for the cross: “That God’s wrath 
should be upon His beloved Son is di- 
vinely unnatural. Such a theory is man- 
made” (p. 23). “The material blood of 
Jesus was no more efficacious to cleanse 
from sin, when it was shed upon ‘the 
accursed tree,’ than when it was flow- 
ing in his veins as he went daily about 
his Father’s business” (p. 25). “One 
sacrifice, however great, is insufficient 
to pay the debt of sin” (p. 23). 


“Science’s” Christ Not a Saviour 


Thus Mrs. Eddy denies to a world of 
lost sinners that fountain filled’ with 
blood, drawn from Immanuel’s veins.” 
And presents in place,of “Christ, and 
him crucified” (1 Cor. 2:2) a bloodless 
Gospel. 

From Genesis to Revelation there is 
no way for man to approach a holy God 
save through the blood sacrifice. It 
has been beautifully described by Dr. 
Haldeman: “The blood stream began 
in the garden of Eden, deepened in the 
darkness of Passover night, is seen on 
the altars in the wilderness, is empha- 
sized and multiplied in the Temple sac- 
rifices, and culminates in the crimson 
stream, which flowed from the pierced 
side of the Son of God on Calvary.” 
“Without shedding of blood is no remis- 
sion” (Heb. 9:22). 

If you would know how little use Mrs. 
Eddy has for “the great God and our 
Saviour Jesus Christ” (Titus 2:13), con- 
trast that great salvation verse in Acts 
16:31 (“Believe on the Lord Jesus 
Christ, and thou shalt be saved”): with 
her perversion of it: “Believe. ..and thou 
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shalt be saved!” (S. and H., p. 23). She 
leaves out entirely that “name which is 
above every name ... the name of 
Jesus” (Phil. 2:9), and denies the need 
of faith, saying, “Spirit is all-knowing; 
this precludes the need of believing” (p. 


48%. “Man as God's idea.is already 
saved” (M. W., p. 261). 


In the beginning of this message- we 
found Mrs. Eddy saying that the Bible 
was “no. more important: to our well- 
being than the history of Europe and 
America.” Now we read: “An opinion 
entertained concerning Jesus as a man, 
as the Son of God, or as God .. . would 
be of no more help to save from sin, 
than ‘would a belief in any historical 
event or person” (M. W., p. 197). De- 
nial- of the Bible is a denial of the God 
revealed in the Bible. “If they speak 
not according to this word, it is because 
there is no light in them” (Isa. -8: 20). 

In closing, I wish to give a brief word 
as to Christian Science healings and 
demonstrations. These are far less im- 
portant than the doctrinal denials, but 
inasmuch as “Mrs. Eddy points to them 
as the irrefutable proofs of the truth 
of her teaching, we shall need to refer 
to them. 


“Science’s” Way Away from God 


Deuteronomy 13:1-4 warns us that if 
a false prophet comes and gives “a sign 
or a wonder, and the’ sign or the won- 
der come to pass,” we are hot to be 
deceived, for “that prophet ... hath 
spoken to turn you away from the Lord 
your God.” Such -is God’s opinion of 
the value of such “signs and wonders,” 
including Christian Science healings and 
demonstrations. God-says they are lures 
to entice us from the true God. No 
intelligent Bible students deny the: fact 
of these: “signs and wonders.” They 
know the Bible teaching- of Satanic 
power, as given in many passages, as in 
2 Thessalonians 2:8-10 and Revelation 13. 
But that which they do deny is that 
these “fruits” come from a “good tree.” 
Qur Lord does say, “Neither can a -cor- 
rupt tree bring forth good fruit” (Matt. 
7:18). And, “By their fruits ye shall 
know them.” But what constitutes 
“good” fruit? The tree of Christian Sci- 
ence puts forth beautiful blossoms of 
promise; the taste of its ripe fruit is 
delicious to the natural man; but it is 
the effect the fruit has upon the soul 
of him who eats it which is the test. 


Our Lord draws back the curtain of 
eternity in Matthew 7:22 and reveals a 
group of people, so blinded by “Satan 

. transformed into an angel of light” 
@ Cor. 11:14) that not until they stahd 
in the presence of the Lord Jesus Him- 
self, at the Great ‘White Throne judg- 
ment, do they waken to the fact that 
they have beer’ deluded into following 
a false christ. “Many will say. to me 
in ‘that day, Lord, Lord; have we. not 
prophesied in thy name? and in thy 
mame cast out devils? and in thy name 
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done many wonderful works?” They 
had lectured, done reformation work, 
had marvelous demonstrations, yet the 
Lord declares, “I never knew you”; and 
our Lord says that they “work iniquity” 
(v. 23). “There is a way which seem- 
eth right unto a man, but the end thereof 
are the ways of death” (Prov. 14:12), 
—death and the darkness of an endless 
eternity. eae 

Oh, that men would remember God’s 
one and onlyeway of salvation: “By 
grace are ye saved through faith; and 
that not of yourselves: it is the gift of 
God: not of works, lest any man should 
boast” (Eph. 2:8-10). 

“The Crown of Christianity” is not 
Mrs. Eddy’s teaching. “The Crown of 
Christianity”. is a Person—‘“the great 
God and our Saviour Jesus Christ.” 
“The Crown of Christianity” is that 
supreme Person, who walks through the 
Scriptures from Genesis to Revelation; 
“before whom the seraphim and cherubim 
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veil their faces and at whose feet the 
angels fall prostrate in worship.. “The 
Crown of Christianity” is the Lord Jesus 
Christ. “These are written, that ye 


rmight believe that Jesus is the Christ, 


the Son of God; and that believing ye 
might have life through his name” (John 
20:31). : 

The Book, the Man, the Life are a 
unity. “This is the true God, and eter- 
nal life,” — Jesus Himself (1 John 5:20). 

How great is our responsibility to join 
with Paul in his great concern for the 
flock, as he cries: “I have told you 
often, and now tell you even weeping, 
that they are the enemies of the cross 
of Christ” (Phil. 3:18). Deluded and 
deceived, “they know not what they 
do.” And how shall they know, except 
as we tell them? Let us pray for them, 
plead with them, and solemnly warn 
them. And may God give them “re- 
pentance to the acknowledging of the 
truth” (2 Tim. 2:25). 


How | Teach teks Women 


Helping busy housewives better to know the Scriptures and the Lord 


By EMMA N.-GAYLORD 


Y CLASS is composed of from fif- 

teen to twenty mature women, all 
of them housewives, most of them work- 
ing outside the home al$o, many of them 
doing Red Cross and other war work, so 
their hands and hearts are full of daily 
cares. ‘There is seldom perfect attend- 
ance, not often more than half or two- 
thirds of them present. For that reason, 
I.do not ask if they have prepared the 
lesson at home, for I know that most 
of them have neither time nor strength 
for doing so, Neither do I assign topics 
for: discussion, the chances béing excel- 
lent that the ones who have the topics 
will.be prevented from coming by rea- 
sons they can conscientiously give to 
their Lord: All of them are earnest, 
consecrated Christians, so my work: is 
not to lead them to Christ, but to. build 
them up in their faith. 

‘While the attendance record is being 
marked.and the offering being taken, 
they are finding Bible references which 
I. have ‘prepared on slips of papef. 
Usually every one has her Bible. After 
that is done, especially if their atten- 
tion has been distracted by conversa~- 
tion, I either lead in a very brief prayer 
myself, or ask someone else to do ‘so, 
or we all repeat together a prayer I 
prepared: for the class several years ago: 


us upward in our way. 

Before starting the study of the les- 
son, I read the “Comfort for Dark Days,” 
from Tae Sunpay ScHoo.. Tomes, for 
every one of us has one or more near 
and dear to us in our country’s services. 
Sometimes I also read the poem on the 


front page, or an excerpt from some 
editorial that seems especially helpful 
or important. 

Then we read the lesson, each reading 
a verse in turn. This familiarizes with 
the Scripture text those who have been 
unable to study it at home. I give the 
historical setting, and the approach to 
the lesson, sometimes sticking very 
closely to the exposition in the Tres, 
sometimes disregarding it altogether. 
When the lesson is one of a connected 
series, I have them opén their Bibles 
to the previous lesson portion,, calling 
attention to the most salient points or 
the climax of it, and to the intervening 
Scripture between it and the day’s les- 
son, before reading the lesson text. 

Then we study the lessom verse by 
verse, some member of the class read- 
ing it, or paragraph by paragraph, call- 
ing attention to words or phrases that 
I think perhaps they may not fully un- 
derstand, especially the ones on which 
I myself have received new light, giving 
the etymology or the literal translation, 
or both, finding the articles in the Toes 
and my Scofield Reference Bible invalu- 
able in this respect. If it seems desir- 
able, I give a free translation of my own. 
Like Paul, I sometimes say, “This is my 
own opinion,” but, as a rule, I back up 
my opinion with a definite, “Thus saith 
the Lord,” from His Word. Sometimes 


‘I givé the accepted interpretation, taken 


from commentaries, sometimes my own, 
backed by Scripture that I have them 
read. 

Believing firmly that “information is 
inspitation,” I tell the members of the 
class that they are capable of studying 
the lesson, with the help of their quar- 
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terlies, for themselves, and that I try 
to bring them information from sources 
not available to them. In preparing 
the lesson, I study the teacher’s quar- 
terly furnished by the school, the syndi- 
dicated article by William T. Ellis, and 
Tue Sunpay ScHoot Times, reading all 
the helps, even those for the Primary and 
Intermediate departments, often glean- 
ing from the latter suggestions that will 
be helpful to the class in the teaching 
and training of children, and grandchil- 
dren in their homes. I select as many 
Bible references as I think time will 
permit us to use, sometimes taking those 
suggested in the helps, finding those in 
“My Class of Girls” particularly suit- 
able; sometimes I use references I have 
found helpful to myself, calling for their 
reading at the appropriate time and 
place. Sometimes I call attention to 
the Little Jetts and to Dr. Pace’s car- 
toon. I use illustrations from news- 
papers and magazines, both religious 
and secular, and items culled from a 
lifetime’s wide reading, and not infre- 
quently from my own experience, for 
at times there is nothing so convincing 
as the first person singular pronoun. 
Any point I am particularly desirous 
of impressing on the class, I try to illus- 
trate humorously, for we remember the 
thing we laugh over. For instance, in 
the lesson on Gideon, when discussing 
the chaotic condition of Israel when 
“every man did that which was right in 
his own eyes,” and emphasizing the 
necessity and desirability of orderly gov- 
ernment, I told the anecdote of the Negro 
who was always coming into conflict 
with the law, so much so that his white 
friends contributed money to send him 
back to the home of his ancestors in 
Africa, where he would be free to do as 
he pleased. In two or three years, he 
was back, battered and scarred. In ah- 
swer to the query as to why he had re- 


‘turned, he said, “It’s disaway: I’d a heap 


druther be where dere ain’t nuthin’ 
lawful than where dere ain’t nuthin’ 
onlawful.” 2 

At all times, the class feels free to 
ask questions or make comments, but 
never is there a time when attention 
wanders. Sometimes, I feel that I take 
more time than I should in discussing 
some minor point,—we never get 
through with the lesson. 

Frequently I stimulate interest by giv- 
ing glimpses of fields of knowledge with 
which the class members are not ac- 
quainted, but which are always perti- 
nent,to the lesson. Quite often, some 
subject comes up that is foreign to the 
lesson for the day, and which we dis- 
cuss, because that is what is uppermost 
in their minds and would not be brought 
forth if it were not occupying their at- 
tention. 

If some point comes up, as it fre- 
quently does, on which I am not in- 
formed, I make a memorandum of it, and

The Lesson as a Whole

Approach to the Lesson 


SAAC’S quiet, calm spirit is empha- 
I sized in the present lesson. There 

was nothing militant about his faith, 
but it was real faith nevertheless, 
marked by tranquillity of soul and even- 
ness of disposition in the face of jeal- 
ousy and opposition. He continued to 
bear witness to the goodness of a cove- 
nant-keeping God, although inclined to 
shun controversy and more ready to 
yield to overbearing demands than to 
stand resolutely for what he knew to be 
his legitimate possessions. While™~his 
name is linked over and over again with 
his father and his younger son, as God 
declares Himself to be the God of Abra- 
ham, Isaac, and Jacob,. yet the Lord 
never speaks of Himself as, in a singu- 
lar sense, the God of Isaac. This is the 
more remarkable when we remember 
that often He calls Himself or is called, 
“the God of Abraham,” and, on other 
occasions, “the God of Jacob.” He is 
designated as “the fear of Isaac” (Gen. 
31:42; 53), that is, the One whom Isaac 
revered. In chapter 28:13, we read that 
the Lord said, “I am the Lord God of 
Abraham thy father, and the God of 
Isaac,” but here again He links Isaac 
with Abraham and does not speak of 
him separately, as He does several times 
of Jacob (Psa. 46:7, 11; 114:7). This is 
indicative of the quiet, uneventful char- 
acter of Isaae’s life. His was a genuine 
faith, but he was content to wait and 
to give place to the restless Philistines 
rather than to contend with them and 
so to assert his rights, as we say. In 
his old age, when sight and physical 
strength were failing, he allowed his 
sense of personal enjoyment to control 


him, and was, in measure, subservient 
to his more energetic wife, who was 
determined that her favorite son, Jacob, 
should not ’be passed by, but should 


receive the blessing of Abraham and be- 


come heir of the promise. However, 
when Isaac realized how he had been 
deceived, he recognized the fact that it 
was the will of God that Jacob should 
have this portion and so confirmed it 
afterward despite the tears and plead- 
ings of Esau. 


The Historical Setting 


After his marriage to Rebckah, when 
he was forty years of age, Isaac took up 
his responsibilities as head of the cove- 
nant family. The failure of his father, 
who went down to Egypt in time of 
famine and there denied his wife, was 
duplicated in measure in the son, who 
went down among the Philistines under 
similar circumstances and there denied 
his wife also. The mercy of God alone 


saved from a miserable scandal. Learn- ° 


ing his lesson, Isaac left King Abimelech 
and lived henceforth a separated life, 
although making a covenant with this 
Philistine king whereby each engaged 
to respect the rights and territory of the 
other. 


Verse by Verse 

Gen. 26:19.—“Isaac’s servants digged 
in the valley, and found there a well 
of springing water.” This was the re- 
opening of a well which Abraham’s serv- 
ants had dug. It indicated a going back 
to first principles and seeking to recover 
what had been lost by past negligence. 

Verse 20.—“The herdmen of Gerar did 
strive . . . saying, The water is our’s.” 
Jealous Philistine herdsmen could not 
brook the thought of Isaac’s control of 
this well; so claimed it as their own. 


__ Relinquishing it to them, Isaac moved — 
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on, apparently without complaint or as- 
sertion of his title to possess the well. 


Verse 21—“They digged another well, 
end strove for that also.” When another 
well was reopened, the herdsmen coén- 
tended for that. Again Isaac gave up 
possession, calling it Sitnah, which 
means “hatred.” ‘Evidently, he felt that 
he could afford to wait patiently, for 
God had given him the whole land, but 
the time had not come to control it. 

Verse 22.—“He removed from thence, 
and digged another well; and for that 
they strove not.” This well Isaac called 
Rehoboth, or “room.” He recognized ‘it 
as the gift of the Lord, and accepted 
it as an earnest of the divine favor. 

Verse 23—“He went up from thence 
to Beer-sheba.” ‘That is, to the place 
afterward to be known by that name. 

Verse 24—“The Lord appeared unto 
him ... and said, I am the God of Abra- 
ham thy father.” Jehovah’s appearance 
was to confirm the faith of the son and 
to assure him of His unchanging purpose 
and intention to carry out the promise 
made long before. 

Verse 25.—“He builded an altar... 
and pitched his tent there: and there 
Isaac’s servants digged a well.” Like 
his father, Isaac had his altar of wor- 
ship and his pilgrim’s tent. Another 
well was opened and so provision was 
made for refreshment and sustenance. 
It is a beautiful picture of faith in ex- 
ercise. God was honored as the smoke 
of sacrifice ascended from the altar, and 


* the tent was an abiding testimony to a 


faith that could afford to trust and wait. 


Verse 26—“Abimelech went to him 
from Gerar.” The Philistine king, ac- 
companied by his chief advisers, recog- 
nized the care of God over Isaac, so paid 
him a state visit in order to make a 


league or covenant with him that would 
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guarantee there would be no interfer- 
ence with their possessions as Isaac in- 
creased in riches and power. 


Verse 27.—“Wherefore come ye to me, 
seeing ye hate me, and have sent me 
away?” It was a natural question after 
the, recent experiences Isaac and his 
servants had passed through. 


* Verse 28.—“We saw certainly that the 
Lord was with thee: ... let us make 
a covenant with thee.” Even a crafty 
worldling like Abimelech realized God 
was watching over His servant Isaac 
and it would be better to have his favor 
than his enmity; so he proposed a league 
that would ensure the peaceful posses- 
sion of their lands and would guarantee 
the. Philistines “against attack as Isaac 
grew in wealth and power. 

“Verse 29.—“Thou art now the blessed 
of the Lord.” Protesting that in the 
past he and his people had done Isaac 
“nothing but good,” an assertion. that 
was far from the truth, Abimelech 
pleaded for a pact between them, ac- 


knowledging that the blessing of Jeho- 


vah was. upon Isaac. 


Verse 30.—‘He made them a feast, and 
they did eat and drink.” In true Orien- 
tal fashion, a feast was prepared and 
the Philistines were entertained by the 
Hebrews. Doubtless, there were great 
protestations of amity and concord, but 
underneath it all there was latent dis- 
trust, as evidenced in future years, when 
Israel and the Philistines became bitter 
enemies. 


Verse 31—“They .. . sware one to 
another: . .. and they departed from 
him in peace.” The covenant was thus 
enacted and confirmed and so peace as- 
sured, at least for a time. So far as we 
are able ta learn from Scripture, this 
pact continued unbroken until the days 
of Joshua, when Israel came up to take 
formal possession of their inheritance. 


Verse 32—“The same day ... Isaac’s 
servants came ... and said, We have 
found water.” This well was hailed as 
a good omen and a memorial of the cove- 
nant sealed by an oath between Isaac 
and Abimelech. 

Verse 33.—“He called it Shebah”; that 
is, “an oath.” So this incident gave its 
name to the city, Beer-sheba, the well 


of the oath —the perpetual reminder of’ 


the pact entered into between these two 
parties. : 
The Heart of the Lesson 

We are told in the Book of Proverbs 
(chap. 16:7) that “when a man’s ways 
please the Lord, he maketh even his 
enemies to be at peace with him.” This 
was exemplified long before that Book 
was written, in the case of Isaac and 
the Philistines. So graciously had the 
patriarch behaved himself in spite of the 
jealousy and quarrelsomeness of the 
Philistines, that Abimelech recognized 
the- piety -and good will of Isaac and 
valued his friendship. On the part of

the head of the Hebrew group, there 
was a readiness to enter into a pact of 
peace rather than: to provoke needless 
and open opposition. The time had not 
yet come when the people, descended 
from Isaac and Abraham, were to dis- 
possess the nations of Canaan because 
of their wickedness. So Isaac could con- 
scientiously make a covenant with 
Abimelech in order to foster kindly re- 
lations between the two groups.

8. A covenant of peace (vs. 26-33) 

Special Lesson Topics and Truths 

The Philistines were a warlike people 

of Egyptian (or Mizraimic) origin (Gen. 

10:13, 14). It is thought by many that 

the Caphtorim, to which tribe they be- 

longed, are identical with the modern 

Copts. These Philistines settled along 

the seacoast of the land of Canaan, but 

gave their name to the entire country. 

Palestine is literally Philistia, as it is 


- called in Psalm 60:8; 87:4 and 108:9. 


Typi , they “speak, as F. W. Grant 
sugg of natural men intruding into 
spiritual things, for Egypt, we know, is 
a type of the world, from which Chris- 
tians are delivered, as Israel was re- 
deemed from Egyptian bondage. And 
Canaan speaks of our inheritance “in 
heavenly places.” The Philistines did 
not enter the land by divine permission, 
but of their own will, and later became 
the bitter enemies of Israel when the 
latter were bidden by God to take pos- 
session of it. In patriarchal days, they 
did not attempt to drive out other tribes, 
but gradually subdued one district after 
another until they became a power to 
be reckoned with. 
Summaries and Applications 

When parents make a false move they 
may expect to see their faults and fail- 
ures reproduced in their children. 

While the Philistines, in the days of 
Isaac, were not bitter enemies of Israel, 
as their descendants became in later 
days, their influence was for evil rather 
than good. If Isaac had kept clear of 
them he would not have denied his wife. 
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Natural: men sorgetimes display a cer- 
tain nobility of character that is lacking 
God. Abime- 
¢ and Rebekah 
Wwdsapparently noble’ and considerate 
after he learned of their true relation- 
ship. 

It was after Isaac separated from the 
Philistines and went to Beer-sheba that 
God again manifested Himself to him 
and reiterated the promise made to his 
father. 

As the believer walks in separation 
from the world, even in its religious 
character, he can count on a sense of 
the presence of God and of communion 
with Him which he could not otherwise 
enjoy. 

When Isaac’s own walk became con- 
sistent with his profession, even Abime- 
lech and his people were impressed. The 
world itself despises unreality in a child 
of God.

The Busy Men's Corner

“Isaac’s servants digged ... and found 

..@ well of springing water” (Gen. 26: 
19).—How large and important a place 
wells occupied in the life of Isaac! His 
bride was found at a well (Gen. 24:13- 
15). He dwelt by a well (Gen. 24:62). 
He dug wells (Gen. 26). His father was 
a well-digger before him. 

“We, brethren, as Isaac was, are the 
children of promise” (Gal. 4:28). It be- 
hooves us to have a well, in addition to 
the tent and altar. 

Wells must be dug. There must be 
the exercise of soul, of faith, and of love. 
Others have dug before us as Abraham 
had before Isaac. The apostles and dis- 
ciples labored in the early days of the 
church that there might be sources of 
divine refreshment for the people of 
God. ° 

But the stopping of the wells came 
very early in the church’s history. 
Earthly things were introduced which 
had the effect of checking the flow of the’ 
Spirit (Gal. 1:7; Col. 2:8; Matt. 15:1-9). 

~Men labored at’the time of the Refor- 
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mation to reopen the wells that had 
been stopped, and many have dug since 
then. And it is proper that Christians 


‘today should receive the refreshment 


resulting from all such digging. 

If each child of promise follows Isaac’s 
good example, and applies himself to 
digging, he will have his own springing 
well in addition to the ministry of others. 
(See Prov. 5:15.) 

Water is so essential to the mainte- 
nance of life that the person digging a 
well*and finding water is a great bene- 
factor, especially in a land like Palestine. 

It was our privilege while in Palestine 
to visit Beer-sheba and to drink of the 
water from these very ancient wells. 
Tourists, natives, camels, donkeys, and 
sheep still slake their thirst at the well 
of Beer-sheba. 

While walking across a sparsely settled 
section of Kansas on a very hot day 
some years ago, we became very thirsty 
and stopped at the only house in sight 
to ask for a drink‘of water. 

The woman of the house opened the 
door a trifle to learn what was wanted, 
and, upon hearing the request for water, 
uttered an emphatic “no” and closed 
the door with a bang. 

Seeing the pump in the rear yard, we 
asked in a tone of voice to be heard 
inside the closed door, “May we go to 
the pump and get a drink?” to which 
she gave the same despairing answer. 

For the short time that the door re- 
mained slightly open, we noticed a motto 
on the wall saying, “Let me live in a 
house by the side of the road, and be 
a friend to man.” We couldn’t help but 
think, even if we didn’t say it, “Hypo- 
crite !” 

How little did Abraham and Isaac re- 
alize that such vast multitudes of per- 
sons and animals would be refreshed 
by their labors at Beer-sheba! And 
believers today cannot estimate how 
many persons will be spiritually re- 
freshed by the water flowing from the 
well which they dig! 

In that charming story of Ruth, the 
mighty man of wealth, Boaz, said to her, 
“And when thou art athirst, go unto 
the vessels, and drink of that which the 
young men have drawn” (Ruth 2:9). 
It was the duty of the young men to 
draw the water, and it was the priv- 
ilege of Ruth to refresh herself with 
that which was drawn. 

Our greater than Boaz, the Lord Jesus 
Christ, said, “I will give unto him that 
is athirst of the fountain of the water 
of life freely” (Rev. 21:6). 

Referring to the water in Sychar’s 
well, He said, “Whosoever drinketh of 
this water shall thirst again: but who- 
soever drinketh of the water that I shall 
give him shall never thirst; but the water 
that I shall give him shall be in him a 
well of water ing up into everlast- 
ing life” (John 4:13, 14). 


And before closing the Holy Scrip-_ 
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tures, He said, “Whosoever will, let him 
take the water of life freely” (Rev. 22: 
17). We do not dig that well. We sim- 
ply respond to the invitation te come to 
Him and drink. At that time we are 
given the Holy Spirit, and under His 
direction we can dig into the Word of 
God. 

“We saw certainly that the Lord was 
with thee” (v. 28).—In the beginning 
of the chapter the Lord had definitely 
promised, “I will be with thee” (v. 3). 
And when Isaac returned to Beer-sheba, 
the Lord assured him, “I am with thee” 
(v. 24). 

The Lord’s presence was so conspic- 
uously with Isaac, that his erstwhile 
contenders observed it and said, “We 
saw certainly that the Lord was with 
thee.” 

If as Christians we walk in love and 
in wisdom, and enjoy the privileges 
which are ours in Christ, the world will 
have to admit that the Lord is with us. 
Ultimately, they will not only admit 
that the Lord is with us, but also that 
He loves us (Rev. 3:9).

Topic and Scripture: 

When Isaac Dug Wells (Gen. 26:19-22) 
OW many of you have seen a well? 
Was it stoned up inside? Perhaps 
you know where there is an artesian 
well. Wells were very important in 
Bible times because the houses had no 
running water. And you couldn't get 
along without water, could you, espe- 
cially if you had a lot of cattle which 
needed water, too? Last week we had 
a well story, where strangers were kind 
to one another. (Review the story of 
Rebekah.) Today we have another well 

story, where strangers were unkind. 

A famine in Isaac’s land had sent him 
to the more fertile country along the 
sea of Gerar (map). There he had a 
wonderful harvest, and his herds in- 
creased greatly, because the Lord blessed 
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him. But Isaac’s success made the peo- 
ple of Gerar envious of him. Finally 
the king asked Isaa¢e to leave. Isaac 
moved to a certain valley. His servants 
dug a well to provide water for the herds 
there. They struck a fine spring of 
water. When the men of Gerar knew 
what an unusually good well Isaac had 
dug, they claimed the well was theirs 
because it was in their country, and 
fought Isaac’s servants. Isaac named 
the place “The well of the fight.” In- 
stead of “standing up for his rights” and 
fighting, Isaac said something like this, 
“Oh, let them have it; we can dig an- 
other well.” And they dug a second 
well. 

Again came the men of Gerar to claim 
this one, too, and the argument started. 


- “Well of hate,” Isaac called this one, and 


he said, “We'll move again and let them 
have it.” Again picks and shovelsewere 
hard at work, and in time a third well 
was done. No dispute this time. All 
was peaceable. Isaac and his men could 
have the well to themselves. “Room- 
enough well,” Isaac: called it, saying, 
“The Lord has given us room enough, 
and we'll get along fine here.” 
Wasn't Isaac strong and brave to let 
the other men have two of the wells 
he and his mer: had worked so hard to 
dig? (Some pupils will probably think 
Isaac would hive been braver to fight 
and keep his property. But which was 
really harder—to get “mad” and fight, 
or keep calm, unselfishly give up his 
well, and work hard to dig another?) 
If you aren’t sure about Isaac, how is it 
with you, if Brother snatches away the 
ball you are intending to play with? Or 
maybe someone grabs your piece of cake 
and “gobbles” it down. I think you find 
it easier to make a big fuss than just 
to let it go as if you didn’t care. Brave, 
strong deeds are those that are hard. 
However this matéer looks to us, let’s 


see how it looks to God. Here are three — 


references, one for each well: Matthew 
5;38-42 gives the Lord’s own directions 
about such quarrels; Matthew 5:3, 5, 9 
tells the rewards; Proverbs 16:32 (Mem- 
ory Verse) shows Isaac was really a 
great fighter. He won over himself, and 
that is better than licking someone else 
—or even a whole cityful of people. 

In memorizing the Memory Verse the 
class may be divided into groups of 
four: (1) “He that is slow to anger,” 
(2) “is better than the mighty”; (3) 
“and he that ruleth his spirit,” (4) “than 
he that taketh a city.” After a few times 
of patching the verse together by dif- 
ferent ones giving their parts in order, 
some will be able to speak the whole 
verse. 

No doubt you'll have a chance this 
next week, or even before this day is 
over, to prove that you’re as good as 
an Army general, and can do semething 
greater than bombing Tokyo. How will 
your opportunity probably come?

AY, fellows, we know very little 

about the active life of Isaac, except 
what is recorded in the 26th and 27th 
chapters of Genesis: He was in the 
spotlight first as a youth on Mt. Moriah 
when Abraham, his father, came near 
to slaying him upon the altar; and again 
when he received Rebekah, his bride, at 
the hand of faithful Eliezer, his father’s 
steward; but comparatively few details 
of his maturer years are given. How- 
ever, we have one grand lesson from him 
in the text for today, and it is symbol- 
ized in the one word, Rehoboth. 

If there is a word standing out more 
prominently than any other ‘in the 
world’s thinking just now, it is “peace.” 
The San Francisco internation=] confer-. 
ence is still in session as I write this. 
The diplomats and statesmen of many 
nations are straining to -build.a stréc- 
ture of peace for the postwar world. 
“Rehoboth” would help a lot if would- 
be peacemakers could catch the spirit 
and meaning of it. Isaac was a man 
of peace, not necessarily an “appeaser”’ 
(as that. term has come to be inter- 
preted), but the kind of man who does 
not “bristle up” wh@k opposed or mis- 
treated; rather his fitst thought was, 
“Now let’s see if this thing can be 
worked out in a way that will cause 
the smallest loss and the most mutual 
profit.” 

Isaac’s herdsmen dug a well near 
Gerar, where his flocks were feeding, 
but the ' Philistine ‘herdsmen’ claimed 
they had a greater right to the well; so 


he moved on. farther and @ug another . 
well. The Philistines also contended for , 


this, and he moved on agein. At last 
he found a rich vailey, quite out of the 
contested territory, where the trouble- 
some herdsmen. let him alone: Here he 
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prospered and grew great. The Philis-. 
tines were so impressed that they came 
and begged Isaac-to be their friend. Isaac. 
had named one well Esek, meaning “con- 
tention”; the next he named ‘Sitnah,. 
meaning “hatred”; but this last well he 
named Rehoboth, “meaning “there. is 
room enough for all.” And the Lord. 
blessed him there very greatly, and re- 
newed to him the rich promises that 
had been. made to Abraham his father. 
Now here’s the point, fellows; it -is 
so fine that it might be missed. In any 
situation, no matter how pressing nor 
how cramped, “there is room enough” to 
spread out comfortably and profitably, if 
we will just‘be patient, keep sweet, and 
watch for it: People will be unreason- 
able, even pugnacious and outrageous, - 
but it never does any good for us to 
get huffy and act the same way. Of 
course we must not sacrifice principle, 
nor allow ourselves to be run over,

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bodily; but there is everything to be 
gained and nothing lost by: keeping our 
poise.and watching for a happy solution, 
which, nine times out of ten, will come 
sooner or later. 

I have trailéa behind a truck for a 
mile or more watching for an oppor- 
tunity to pass when suddenly the truck 
would turn out into-a side road. It has 
happened many times. I might have 
taken’ a little risk and passed on a 
curve, but it was much better to wait, 
while nothing is lost by waiting, and 
let ‘the temporary problem solve itself. 
It: is what might be called living your 
life with a margin. That is, even in the 
debatable things, or in that sometimes 
twilight zone between the wrong and the 
right, veering to the right. In finances, 
it is living within one’s income, reserv- 
ing an “edge” or a “shoulder” for the 
emergency which is sure to come some- 
time. 

“With your neighbor, or in social mat- 
ters, give the other fellow ‘the benefit 
of ‘the. doubt until he has proved utterly 
Bad. It costs so little, compared to the 
“returns” when at’ the end of the day, 
or the year, or life;-we look back and 
see the road we have come over. Yes, 
Rehoboth, “there’s room enough for all” 
in God’s plan.

Topic and Scripture: 
When Isaac Dug Wells (Gen. 26:19-22) 


OW many of the children ever saw 
a well dug? Not very'many. That 
used to be the first thing that was done 
when a settler took up new land. He 
had to have water, so he had to dig a 


_ well. Sdmetimes the well did not have 


to be very deep, as water was near the 
surface, but the deep wells had the best 


water, cold and refreshing. Now,. very. 


few people dig wells; they drill a hole 
down into the ground for water the 
same as they do for oil, and pump the 
water up through the pipe. There are 
some wells that gush up through the 
pipe like an oil well. We had one that 
gusked up so forcefully that it not only 
flowed into our tank, but also broke the 
capping around it, and came up through 
the ground, making a swampy place. 
They call that an artesian well. 

Our lesson today is quite a story of 
wells. Abraham had dug some ‘wells in 
the valley of Gerar, and the Philistines 
had filled them up with dirt, so they 
were of no use. Then Isaac came into 
the valley, and his servants dug in the 
valley and found a well of springing 
water. But the herdsmen of Gerar said 
that that well belonged to them, and they 
began to fight over it. Isaac and his 
servants moved along to dig a new well. 
When they dug another well, the herds- 
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men fought them again. You see, all 
the men who had cattle needed wells, 
and so they quarreled. Isaac was a man 


of peace, so he would not fight, but. 


moved on again. 

They dug.a third well, one of Isaac’s 
father’s wells that had been filled up, 
and nobody fought for that one, so 
Isaac’s herdsmen kept it, and that well, 
or perhaps the next one they dug be- 
came the noted one of Beer-sheba. 

If everybody had Isaac’s idea of liv- 
ing, there would be no quarrels. It takes 
two to make a quarrel. If.one always 
walks away, the other one cannot quar- 
rel. 

That’s a wonderful thing for children 
to learn. If a child will not quarrel, 
nobody can quarrel with him. Quarrels 
occur when two people want their own 
way, and their ways do not agree, or 


because two people want the same thing. 


If one gives up his own way, and even 
his own property, there can be no quar- 
rel, Isaac gave up wells which he had 
dug. They were his, but he didn’t fight 
for them. There are very few things in 
this world worth fighting about. We 
should fight for our faith, for our free- 
dom, for our loved ones, but most quar- 
rels are selfish ones, and useless. 

The next time you children start to 
quarrel, think it over. Think about 
Isaac and his wells. Is your quarrel 
worth while? , 

A good verse for you is, “Even Christ 
pleased not himself’ (Rom. 15:3). It 
might be well to put this verse on the 
blackboard, or flannel board.

SAAC wanted a.good farm,.but not at 


the price of a fight. By the direction - 


of God he had settled in Gerar instead 
of going .to Egypt. during a time of 
famine. His family was happy; his 
crops were abundant; he owned many 
flocks, herds, and servants; he had suc- 
cess. and influence among the people; 
but his neighbors were jealous of his 
prosperity. 

How should we treat successful peo- 
ple? How should we treat those who 
envy our success? How do schoolmates 
and neighbors respond in such situa- 
tions? “Anyone can sympathize with 
the sufferings of a friend, but it requires

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a very fine nature to sympathize- with 
a. friend’s, success.” 


The Philistines did not have “a very 
fine nature.” They had the same fear 
that came to Pharaoh of Egypt when the 
Israelites increased in number in the 
midst of his land. Requesting the re- 
moval of Isaac, then, was one way of 
averting war. But were they justified 
in using sabotage in filling up the wells? 
When we were drilling a new water 
well, some neighbor children threw 
sticks into the opening for the fun of 
hearing them splash far below. Sticks, 
the driller warned us, are not very good 
for wells; neither was Philistine sand. 
Jealousy of prosperous neighbors still 
exists among peoples of the Near East, 
and: wells are still choked with sand or 
stones or putrid carcasses. 


What could Isaac have done when the 
herdsmen of Gerar made it impossible 
for his flocks to drink? (1) Fight,* (2) 
give up, (3) move and start over. Al- 
ready a fight had been started by his 
men, but the time had come when Isaac: 
could no longer glorify God among the 
Philistines, and a fight could not have 
brought victory (Matt. 5:25, 38-44). ? 


_ When Isaac was forced several times 
to move his people and stock, he could 
easily have given up in despair. He 
could have worried, fearing that .he 
would never again find a place where he 
could settle in peace and prosperity. 
What is the hope for one, like Isaac, 
whose reputation has been injured, or 
whose opportunity to succeed has been 
ruined? Isaac took God at His word, 
for God had said that He would give 
to Isaac’s seed “all these countries” 
which were causing so much trouble, 
and Isaac believed it. Some of our 
friends ask for practical illustrations of 
the victorious Christian life. The story 
of Isaac is one illustration (Zech. 4:6; 
13:9; Rom. 8:31-39). 


“Why do people have to be dengete: 
able when they disagree?” asked a young’ 
person. Isaac was not disagreeable: He 
was: God’s man, and he would: travel 
until he reached the place where 'God@ 
wanted him to stop, willing to -wait for 
results (Gal. 6:9; Phil. 4:6; Heb. 6: 13-18). 
Did it pay Isaac to trust God? “When a 
man’s ways please the Lord, he maketh 
éven his erniemies to be at peace with 
him” -(Prov. 16:7). This may not hap- 
pen at once. It took a long time for 
Abimelech to come with an offer of 
peace, but he came at last. Notice how 
wise and cautious Isaac was. In order ° 
to be peaceable, one does not have to 
be gullible. The Lord tells us to love, 
bless, and pray for enemies, but He 
warns us against making alliances with 
them unless it is for our mutual good: 


Few Christians live under ideal con- 
ditions, and almost every life has its 
conflicts; yet whenever your soul begins 
to faint, you may cry unto the Lord. 
It may seem as though you could not 
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keep His Word, and bring you 
peace (Psa. 107:1-9):' Isn't it wonder-

But always I 
try to illuminate the setting “so that the 
subject will be alive, and they will get 
its application to their ‘own’ experiences 
ahd problems. 

At all times, I try to avoid getting into 
a rut, so théy: can’t say, “I know before 
shé opens her mouth exactly what she’ 
is going to say.” Nevertheless, because 
invariably so many different ones ‘are 
absent at different times, I do not 
hesitate to repeat, if it is something I 
think needs emphasis. 

The class is patient and- courteous, in 


that no one.exclaims, “We've ‘heard that' 


before !” . They cam tell; as well as I, 
whether I have been diligent and prayer- 
ful in. my preparation. At all times, I 
try to teach so that they will get. the 
historical: facts, and thé exact words of 
Seripture and their meaning, accurately 
fixed in-their minds.

strangers to Him, alienated from Him 
by “wicked , works.” But light soon 
breaks, for the sincere seeker, and there 
follows a very real and tangible expe- 
rience of Him and His peace, and of 
“knowing” Him. Just as the Saviour 
graciously invited the disciples in Luke 
24:29, “Behold my hands and my. feet, 
that it is I myself: handle me [same 
word] and see.” Again the hand is the 
route to the heart. Then, ever, His 
mighty hand holds me eternally safe 
(John 10:28), while my feeble hand of 
faith “handles” Him in daily happy ex- 
perience. 

But shall my hands be idle? Never 
in the will and purpose of God. In I 
Timothy 2:8. there is stressed for the 
believer one of the most difficult and 
neglected, yet precious of ministries: 
“I will therefore that men pray every 
where, lifting up holy hands.” Thus 
uplifted hands are surely tokens of pray- 
ing hearts. Is this a real and regular 
ministry in. your life? Have you the 
privilege of such “holy hands”? Have 
you a heart ever hungry for the blegs- 
ing of others which raust find relief for 
them in prayer? “Lord, teach us. to 
pray !” 

But Luke 9:62 also stresses the. con- 
stant and universal obligation resting 
upon every child of God: “No man, 
having put his hand to the plough... .” 
The inference is that every believer, 
every true disciple must handle the 
plough of labor for God, some plough. 
Some service is called for from all. There. 
is some definite and regular contribu- 
tion each must make to the Kingdom of 
God. Have you found your appointed 
ministry? Are you making “full proof” 
of it? Yet how many hands one notices 
which “hang down,” They haye long 
since abandoned the plough, the happy 
service of God. Oh, the loss, the sor- 
row of it, to man, to God! ' 

There are many who have comé to 
the condition of the man in Luke. 6:6. 
What was his malady? It was a chronic 
one; he had a withered hand, How. de- 
scriptive! A palsy had taken him, slow, 
unperceived in its onset, yet fatal.-in, 
its consequences. It was his right hand, 
too! The best of his talents were now 
useless, the best of his possibilities were 
now impossible. 

And the remedy for such a withered 
hand (or is it a withered heart)? - Is 
there still a remedy? Is it not too long- 
lasting? too late? Well, there is still 
the Saviour available, “able to save to 
the uttermost.” Do we really think we 
are beyond the skill of this great phy- 
sician? “Is anything too hard. for the 
Lord?” He asks. Cry to Him, apply to 
Him, in simple, believing faith, and 
prove what He can do. As you read 
these words, I am sure it is still true 
as of old, “the power of the Lord was [is] 
present to heal” (Luke 5:17). Oh, be- 
lieve it! Oh, receive it! Then ever 
go on to explore it!

The Young People’s 
Prayer Meeting 
. By John W. Lane, Jr. 


Sunday, August 12 , 
The Art of Getting Along with Others 
(Luke 14:8-11; Matt. 5:38-42; 7:1-5) 


UR topic for this week’s prayer 
_meeting has a definite link with 
the topic we studied last week. It is 


true that an attractive personality and - 


courtesy and thoughtfulness will go far 
in paving the way for smooth relation- 
ships with others, nevertheless, not even 
a Christian personality will always en- 
able us to get along well with others. 


‘Even the Lord Jesus, sinless and per- 


fect though He was, did not “get along 
well” with the Pharisees and the hypo- 
critical religious leaders of His day. 

’ As long as unregenerate human nafure 
is what it is,“there will‘ be some who 
will find fault with the Lord 5f' glory, 
and certainly with His imperfect fol- 
lowers. And it is sad; but none the 
less true, that, even among those who 
belong to Christ, we may encounter 
faultfinding and bitterness and envy that 
will make it difficult for us to get along 
with them. : Our job as Christians is to 
discover from God's. Word: those’ prin- 
ciples that will help us to live ahd work 
amicably with others, as far as is pos- 
sible. Our responsibility is to have 
“compassion one «of another, love as 
brethren, be pitiful, be courteous: not 
rendering evil for evil, or railing for 
railing: but contrariwise blessing” (1 
Pet. 3:8, 9); and to walk circumspectly, 
“having a good conscience; that, whereas 
they speak evil of you,:as of evildoers, 
they may be ashamed that falsely ac- 
cuse your good conversation in Christ” 
(1 Pet. 3:16). 
eri : Se 

The three. Scripture’ portions chosen 
for our lesson bring us a number of 
principles that will help -us ‘to get along 
smoothly with others:. In the parable 
of the ambitious guest at the wedding 
feast, in Luke 14, we find that the prin- 
ciple of humility is important, if we 
would have others think well: of us. 
Notice that there are two ways in which 
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a humble’ spirit is beneficial. It saves 


us from the embarrassment of thinking 
too highly of ourselves and then having 
te be put in our proper place. That is 
important enough, but there is another 
aspect. As Paul puts it in Philippians 
2:3, we are; to “let nothing be done 
through strife of vainglory; but in low- 
liness of mind let each esteem othet 
better than themselves.” This does not 
mean the belittling of one’s own ability, 
nor does it require a Uriah Heep atti- 
tude. But it does recognize that there 
are others who are talented or deserv- 
ing. 
wg 


Our second Scripture lesson.from Mat- 
thew 5 brings us several additional prin- 
ciples that. will help us get along with 
others. The first, seen in verses 38. and 
39, is that of forgiveness, or unwilling: 
ness to seek revenge. Each of us has 
firsthand and inside information about 
the tendency of these natures of ours 
to retaliate when someone wrongs us, or. 
is unfair or unkind. Instantly there 
arises in us the desire to “get even.” 
Unforgiveness and a desire for revenge 
have a way of eating inward, souring 
our disposition, and embittering our 
spirit, while we seek to “get even” with 
the offender. The principle set down 
by the Lord Jesus for those who would 
follow Him is that of returning good 
for evil, courtesy for discourtesy, and 
kindness for unkindness. 


The second principle seen in this Mat- 
thew 5 portion is that of unwillingness 
to contend for “our rights” (v. 40). The 
primary application of this principle, in 
the age in which we live, probably has 
to do with our relationships with fellow 
Christians. But there is a deeper applica- 
tion that is more far-reaching, ‘and in- 
cludes all our contacts. It does not pre- 
vent.a Christian from seeing that he is 
not overcharged, when making pur- 
chases or paying his taxes, but it does 
admonish believers to trust God to take 
care of their rights rather than to fly 
at the throats of all who may trespass 
upon those rights. Even when in the 
right the Christian will yield some of 
his rights, under certain circumstdnces, 
rather than become embroiled in con- 
tention.

The third principle found in the Mat- 
thew 5 portion is that of doing a little 
more than is required of one. The ref- 
erence’ in verse 41 to being compelled 
to “go a mile” probably alludes to the 
Roman practice of requiring the common 
people to supply messengers and horses 
to carry government dispatches. Very 
often this was a great inconvenience to 
the people, but it meant that the affairs 
of the government were given prompt 
attention and very often this resulted 
in definite advantages to the common 
people who had to supply the service. 
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There was a disposition to:rebel against 
such service, but the Lord Jesus taught 
that, as good citizens, the people should 
not only go as far as was required, but 
even be willing to do more than was 
required, if necessary. 

Perhaps some of us have found. some 
things that are required of us around 
the home, or at school, or at the office, 
rather burdensome and we have been 
tempted to complain and rebel. The 
Christian, however, will do cheerfully 
’ and gladly not only that which is re- 
quired but a little mote. We will en- 
counter those who will tell us that we 
are crazy for following this principle. 
Nevertheless we shall find that the em- 
ployment of ‘this principle will not only 
win for us friends but eventually will 
be profitable in other ways. Many an 
employee has been retained in time of 
depression -because he followed this 
principle: You yourself; very likely, 
have walked several blocks out of your 
way to visit an ice cream or candy’ store 
where you received a little bit more 
than the amount required by law. Others 
will come to you when they find they 
@an count upon you to'do more than- 
that which is absolutely required.

The fourth principle seen in this fifth 
chapter of Matthew points to our atti- 
tude toward those who may seem, and 
sometimes are, unreasonable and unjust. 
We shall meet many in life who will 
make: unreasonable demands of us, or 
who will prefer to' borrow rather than 
to obtain what they need by their own 
efforts. Our natural impulse is. to “set 
straight” any such imposers. God’s way 
is one of forbearance and merey. It has 
been His way with each of us, as we 
well know if we take time to face up 
squarely on our relationships’ with our 
Heavenly Father. He expects us to have 
the same kind of forbearance’ toward 
others even: when ‘their demands. may he 
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unjust, _ This does not mean that we 
must necessarily put ourselves at the 
mercy of others by giving away money 
or possessions whenever they are de- 
manded of us. Notice that we are not 
commanded to give the thing that is 
asked. of us,.or necessarily lend the 
article that is requested. You may give 
a beggar far more by taking time to 
offer a word of understanding and sym- 
pathy and by pointing him to the Lord 
Jesus, than by giving the coin he asks 
of you. You may be able to help a 
would+be borrower far more in other 
ways than by lending the article re- 
quested. The point is that we are not 
to be hardhearted and coldly turn away 
from those who come to us seeking our 
help, whether. the request is unreason- 
able or not. we 


Finally, im our Scripture portion from 
Matthew 7, we see the principle of with- 
holding judgment on others. We know 
so little of the circumstances that sur- 
round the lives of even our close friends 
that we shall do well to abstain from 
judging their motives. We may not 
agree with the things they do or say, 
and we are not asked to do this. But, 
as followers of the Lord Jesus, we are 
not to condemn their motives or to set 
ourselves up in harsh and unkind judg- 
ment of others. On the contrary, we 
are to keep in mind our own proneness 
to failure and shortcomings, and we are 
to let this guard our tongues and our 
thoughts as we see failure in others.

As we saw last week, all this requires 
more than a recognition of the value of 
these principles and a disposition to 
follow them. We need the empowering 
of the indwelling Christ to put them into 
practice. Is He the source of power in 
your life today?
